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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claim 59 is objected to because of the following informalities: With reference to 
the parent claim 48, the instant claim recites the limitation "the modeling step (h)", 
however as currently presented said "modeling step" is presented as bullet step "(j)" and 
not as bullet step "(h)". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 48-59 and 61-62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In the preamble to Claim 48, Applicants claim requires that either "a three- 
dimensional object" or "a figurine" is accommodated within a spherical glass article. 
Subsequently, the body of the claim as in each dependent claim reference is directed 
solely to the claimed figurine but not to the three-dimensional object. As such, the 
Applicants reference to a "three-dimensional object" renders the particular metes and 
bounds for which Applicant seeks protection unclear and indefinite. 
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In claim 51 , Applicant requires that a step of "providing a plurality of concave 
rollers". Since there is no nexus directly linking the instant providing step with the 
method steps set forth in parent claims 48 or 50, the precise metes and bounds of 
patent protection are unclear and indefinite. Applicant is required to amend or delete 
the instant limitation. 

Claim 57 recites the limitation "the division step" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. I would appear that Applicant intended 
to point to "the dividing step (d)" of parent claim 48 and not the "division step" as 
currently presented. 

Claim 57 recites the limitation "the glass flow" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim.
